In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Communication 
mailed July 28, 2004 (Paper No. 6), Applicant hereby provisionally elects the species of 
claim 1 for continued examination, with traverse. 



The Examiner has required restriction between three separate groups of allegedly 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention as follows: 

i. Species of claim 1, which requires sharpening a detected edge 

ii. Species of claims 11,16, which require applying a filter to an image at a 
detected edge, wherein said filter adjust the intensity of pixel values near an 
edge; and 

iii. Species of claim 20, which defining a window of pixels within an image, and 
shifting the window in a linear direction.
